Edgar stepped^ out of his 
position as chief of the Anti- 
ocli Fire Department May 1 
becauso of a. heart attack. 
. Ho!s - honorary -=-Flro--ChIof 
now, with Charles Maple- 
■ thorpo, taking over the duties 
of Chief. 

Edgar still goes .to, the sta- 
tion when the siren -.blown/ 
—nnt|-fili!l'liMids-|iljr knowledge 
-and years of experience to 
the department . But lie does- 
n't climb on the truck and 
join in the fire-fighting. 

He did. jolii in fighting the 
big fire that, destroyed the 
A&P Store last .spring, not 
long after he returned from 
the hospital after his heart 
attack. This being a small 
town, he ran into his doctor 
at the scene; and received 
some positive orders about 
"going home and getting to 
-bed."- 

It's not surprising that Ed- 
gar finds if hard nut to 
answer tho' siren — he's hern 
a fireman for Ilfi years, and 
-Clficf for 17 years, He join- 
ed the department in 1031, 
when Jim Stearns was chief. 
He's served as engineer, lien- 
truant,' assistant chief, then* 
chief. Edgar was assistant 
chief at the time Jim McMll- 
leu was chief. 

~ Edgar has no Idea how 
many fires he's fought, but 
he thinks he's probably an- 
swered more 1 calls than any- 
.onc else in the village, be- 
cause of his availability. 

Just-fighting fires is only 
a part of Edgar's service to 
the department and the com- 
munity, lie's spent a good 
deal of time learning the lat- 
est methods of fighting fires, 
and used his tilne and in- 
genuity to improve the de- 
partment and its equipment. 

The familiar fire jeep 
that has been such a help 
to- firemen in fighting grass 
fires" was devised by Edgar. 
When he had the idea of out- 
fitting the jeep for use at 
fires, he talked it over with 
M urrill Cunningham. With 
cunmngnams -lujIpr7iie~rgot 
permission of the village 
board' to buy a used jeep for 
experimentation. 

Then' he had 'to figure out 
how to .mount a tank, hose 
reel and hose on f tic jccp.'lle 
licked those problems, and 



the Anlioch Fire Department 
was first with a piece of 
equipment that could go 
through the rough ground 
at grass fires. The jeep 
gives the men a mobility at 
grass fires that is lacking in 
the big truck. 

— It-wafl-ihrl046 that-Edgar 
devolopcd'lho fire jeep. Oth- 
er departments soon became 
interested In the jeep,. and 
he built 18 of "them forolher, 
communities. _ Lake Villa, 
F"ox Lake and Cherry Valley 
were among tho communi- 
ties that lie built' the jeeps 
for. 

lie did the work in his 
Hparc-t i mc-atid - f i u a 1 ly- it -got 
to be' too much, for him. lie 
had built them on order from 
the Great- Lakes Fire Equip- 
ment Co. Some of the fire 
jeeps arc now used in fight- 
ing forest fires. The hose 
and tank can be operated 
from within the vehicle, mak- 
ing it even more mobile. 

Edgar also Initiated a prac- 
tice of having more officers 
in the department, so as to 
spread out authority and 
provide more leadership. 'The 
department had operated 
with a -chief, assistant chief, 
captain and lieutenant. Ed- 
gar promoted adoption of a 
policy providing (or a chief, 
deputy chief, assistant chief, 
'two 'captains and three lieu- 
tenants. "It makes the de- 
partment more flexible," he 
said. 

Edgar's training has„.in-_ 
eluded drill school In Milwau- 
kee; courses in fire fighting 
in . Evanston; Fire school at 
(ircal Lakes (where he went 
through lite course with Hob 
Quinn, now Fire Commis- 
sioner of Chicago), and 6 or 8 
specialized cottrscs at tho 
University of Illinois/ 

The Antioch Fire Depart- 
ment had " two pieces of 
equipment when Edgar join- 
ed in 1031; now, Including 
two Rescue Squad trucks, 
there arc nine pieces. Edgar 
was a mem bor of the first 
Hcscue Squad,, formed with- 
in the Fire Department, uulii 
it became a separate unit 
in 1030. 

Tlic old Fire ' Department 
was on Main St., in'tlic build- 
ing now occupied by the po- 
lice department. The- new 
station was built, then an ad- 
dition. : — -

Police departments have cooperated more

states. "We're sure we have the right man." really 
thinks so, and gives go,od reasons for his belief. 
Hut there is always the possibility that he could lie 
wrong. And our law is based.on the belief that a 
man is innocent. until proven guilty. 

Cautious as they've "tried to be, the Chicago 
police have slipped a* couple of times in this case. 
Superintendent Wilson's TV announcement that 
the nnirdcrcr of the eight nurses had been found 
was ill-advised. Excusable, in the fuce of the hor- 
ror and fear the crime generated, but unfortunate.

"Wet water" a 
solution added to water to 
improvc-Hs welting qualities, 
is one. Foam making equip- 
ment, excellent lor gasoline 
fires, and log nozzles, a fine 
spray that helps- to protect 
the fireman at the hose, be- 
sides being more efficient, 
are some of .the Innovations. 
t"A- volunteer lire depart- 
ment has an advantage over 
a department of paid, regu- 
lar firemen," Edgar says. 
"The men arc skilled in a 
variety of trades that help in 
both maintenance and fire 
fighting, or other disasters. 
We choose candidates with 
an eye to their special skills. 
Maybe one's used to running 
an, earth mover, one's a me- 
chanic. There are a lot of 
trades that help." 

"I've lound we can cope 
with a lot of emergencies 
because of this," Edgar said. 
"When a lot of trees were 
blown down In a bad wind, 
seventeen men volunteered 
to help. I found they don't 
need special training lor dis- 
asters—just someone to di- 
rect them." 

There were 25 firemen in 
1931 when Edgar joined the 
department! Now there are 
42 on the roils. The Fire 
District, an organization 
which covers the area out- 
side the village, was created 
in 1932.
